IS IT A CRIME TO OWN A HOME? | 


The Municipal Law Committee of the Legisla- 
ture proposes that the charter of the City of Ed- 
monton shall be amended so as to abolish the pro- 
vision that a candidate for the office of Mayor or 
Alderman must be the owner of property which is 
assessed for $500 or more, If this change is | 
adopted by the house any person of either sex | 
who is twenty-one years of age, a resident of the | 
city, a British subect, able to read and write 
English, and whose name appears on the last | 
revised voters’ list, may run for the position of | 
chief magistrate or for a seat at the council board. | 
That is to say, it will no longer be necessary that 
any one aspiring to a place in the council must | 
have invested any amount of money in city pro: | 


| perty, and thus made himself or herself respon- 


sible for the civic expenditures and the repay- 
Under that happy ar- | 
rangement it would be entirely in order that we | 


should have next year or the year after a counell | 


no member of which had any stake in the city, | 
any obligation to help pay its taxes or bonded | 
indebtedness, or to even continue to be a resident | 
of it. It is a straight and plain proposal to put | 
this city under a governing body utterly irre- 
sponsible to either its taxpayers or its creditors, 

The Committee does propose, for formailty 
sake, that this new era should not be introduced 
unless approved at a plebiscite of the electors. 
But as the electors out-number the property-own- 
ers in the proportion of three or four to one, the 
Legislature might as well railroad the amendment 
and be done with it. As between summary execu- 
tion and a reprieve until next fall there is not | 
much to be chosen from the standpoint of the 
prospective victim, the property-owner ; nor from 
the standpoint of the resultant injury to the city 
and the province, 

This amendment of course was not asked for 
by the city council, much less voted on by the 
electors. On the contrary, council turned down 
the proposal by a vote of two to one, and Mayor 
Duggan, members of council, and prominent tax- 
payers of the city, have fought it before the com- 
mittee. But that body, while it adopted the 
scheme for empowering council to increase the | 
tity’s bonded debt without consent of the bur. | 
geses, refused to take council’s advice or heed its | 
protests on the question of abolishing the pro- | 
perty qualification, The committee was entirely | 
willing that the Edmonton property-owner should | 
be saddled with mortgages without his consent; | 
and is quite as willing that the mortgages shall 
be written by aldermen who will not have to help 
pay them. 

The Edmonton property-owner is indebted to | 
the representatives of the City of Calgary for this 
proposal to break his already slender hold upon 
the body which fixes the amount of taxes he has 
to pay and the ad Of dept he nas to carry. Tt 
originated with Mr. White, labor member of 
that city, and was backed by Mr. Marshal] and 
Mr. Davidson. The other members of committee 
seem to have assumed that this trinity from the, 
southern city are more concerned in the welfare 
of Edmonton, and more entitled to say how it 
shall be governed, than the people who have 
staked their lives and fortunes here, and the 
mayor and aldermen elected to represent them. 
Edmonton is still the nominal capital of the pro- 
vinee, but so far as Edmonton's interests are con- 
cerned and so far as the recommendations of the | 
Municipal Law Committee go, it is Calgary that is | 
doing the ruling 

It is to be said for this amendment that it only | 
proposes another step in the process of attrition | 
by which the Edmonton property-owner has been 
relieved of control over the government of the 
city, taxed to the point of extermination, and the 
city brought to a pass where its future is any 
thing but reassuring.
